(e) Claim 12, line 6, REPLACE - - physical binary representation - - TO - - binary 
configuration. 

(f) Claim 12, line 8, REPLACE - - physical binary representation - - TO - - binary 
configuration. 
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The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Applicant's 
arguments filed on 7/29/2009 in conjunction with the agreed upon Examiner's 
Amendment of independent claims 1 and 12 better exemplifying the configuration 
aspect of the invention have been fully considered and are persuasive as to reasons for 
allowance. 

The prior art fails to teach or suggest alone or in combination the limitations of a 
multifunction circuit board disposed in a slot which has mechanical, electromagnetic or 
magnetic traits that would allow for a binary configuration therein. Prior art is further 
silent on motivation to combine such features and functionality and is therefore deem 
allowable.
